ANNUAL  REPORT  of  the  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF 

HEALTH  for  the  Year  1947 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Ripley  Urban  District  Council: 

Mr.  Chairman,  Gentleman, 

I  have  the  honour  of  submitting  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  1947.  To  it  is  appended  the  Report  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspector.  In  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  170/47 
the  Report  deals  with  matters  of  public  health  and  preventive 
medicine  in  so  far  as  the  local  authority  is  responsible  for  these. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  population  at  17,720 
gives  us  an  increase  for  the  year  of  250.  The  total  live  births  at 
380  is  a  new  record  for  the  district.  Total  deaths  have  increased 
to  204  from  178  in  1946. 

In  connection  with  Diphtheria,  I  must  stress  the  control 
measure  of  immunisation  on  account  of  its  efficiency  in  prevent¬ 
ing  the  disease  and  the  dangers  of  its  spread  if  neglected,  and 
also  on  account  of  its  proved  practicability.  I  would  emphasise 
the  use  of  all  the  available  educational  means  to  impress  on  the 
members  of  the  community  the  importance  of  immunisation. 
Every  child  should  be  immunised  in  infancy  and  should  receive 
a  single  reinforcing  dose  on  entrance  to  school. 

There  has  been  no  increase  in  the  prevalence  of  tuberculosis 
during  the  year.  The  prompt  reporting  of  all  persons  with  active 
tuberculosis  is  essential  to  effective  control.  Also  essential  is  the 
routine  examination  of  contacts  where  the  family  is  exposed  to 
a  person  nursed  at  home  with  active  tuberculosis  due  to  lack  of 
sanatoria  accommodation. 

There  are  some  hundreds  of  houses  in  the  district  which  are 
not  up  to  present-day  standards  of  accommodation,  and  if  things 
were  back  to  normal,  I  should  have  no  hesitation  in  condemning 
them.  The  provision  of  a  bathroom  and  a  kitchen  with  modern 
facilities  would  enhance  the  lives  of  those  living  in  such  houses. 
Much  may  be  said  for  the  prefabricated  houses  but  I  hope  their 
temporary  nature  is  not  to  be  overlooked,  as  they  are  a  blot  on 
the  countryside,  no  matter  where  you  go. 

The  Ripley  and  District  Hospital  has  continued  with  its  ex¬ 
cellent  services  throughout  the  year.  The  time  is  now  ripe  for 
an  increase  in  the  number  of  available  beds  plus  the  addition  of 
a  maternity  wing.  Such  additions  should  be  of  good  design  in 
contrast  to  the  extension  at  present  under  construction,  which  is 
architecturally  hideous.  It  is  a  cheap  and  horrible  looking 
building. 
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I  must  refer  again  to  two  points  raised  in  last  year’s  Report. 
Firstly,  the  waste  of  time  and  petrol  to  all  those  who  must  work 
this  District  caused  by  the  numerous  cul-de-sacs,  is  deplorable. 
I  would  urge  their  opening  up  at  the  earliest  opportunity. 
Secondly,  I  would  appeal  for  the  provision  of  more  seats  at  suit¬ 
able  points  throughout  the  district.  The  chief  users  would  be  the 
aged  and  infirm.

The  principal  industry  of  the  area  is  coal-mining.  The 
traditional  operation  of  coal-raising  is  being  substituted  by  the 
sinking  of  a  “drift”  at  the  Denby  Coal  Washery  site,  a  few  yards 
outside  the  area,  with  the  intention  of  hauling  the  output  of  the 
Ripley,  Britain  and  Denby  Collieries  to  the  surface  at  this  point. 
The  washery  itself  is  now  in  full  operation. 


The  changing  face  of  things  is  also  well  marked  at  the 
various  outcrop  coal  sites  now  being  worked. 


Other  industries  include  Heavy  Engineering  Works,  Agri¬ 
cultural  Implement  Works,  Dye  Works,  Refractories,  Brick 
Works,  Lime  Works,  and  the  processing  of  Flax.  Factories  em¬ 
ploying  mainly  female  labour  produce,  hair  and  fibre  cloths, 
candle  wicks,  plaited  lace,  shoe  laces,  etc.

B. — GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR 
THE  AREA 

Hospitals 

(a)  General:  For  accident  and  medical  cases  where  home 
nursing  not  available — The  Ripley  and  District  Hospital. 

(b)  Maternity:  No  maternity  accommodation  available  in 
the  area;  arrangements  can  be  made  when  facilities  are  available 
at  Babington  House,  Belper.  Three  County  Midwives  are  avail¬ 
able  in  the  District. 

(c)  Infectious  Diseases:  Belper  Joint  Isolation  Hospital  is 
available  for  all  cases  of  notifiable  disease. 

Ambulance  Facilities 

(a)  Infectious  Disease:  An  ambulance  is  provided  by  the 
Belper  Joint  Hospital  Board  for  removal  of  infectious  cases. 

(b)  Non-Infectious  and  Accident  Cases:  The  Council’s 
ambulance  is  available  free  of  charge,  within  the  Urban  District 
upon  production  of  a  doctor’s  certificate. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres 

(a)  Ante-Natal  Clinic:  At  Ripley  Hospital  on  the  2nd  and 
4th  Fridays  in  the  month  from  1.30  p.m.  to  4  p.m. 

(b)  Infant  Welfare  Centres:  (1)  At  the  Old  Schools,  Outram 
Street,  each  Monday  from  9  a.m.  to  12.30  and  from  1.30  to  4  p.m.; 
(2)  at  the  Bethel  Chapel,  Marehay,  each  Wednesday,  from  9  a.m. 
to  12.30  p.m. 

(c)  School  Clinic:  A  Minor  Ailments  Clinic  is  held  at  the 
Ripley  County  School  on  the  1st  and  3rd  Thursday  mornings  in 
the  month.  A  School  Medical  Officer  is  in  attendance.

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F.— PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  AND 
OTHER  DISEASES 


Diphtheria 

Six  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  three  of  which  later 
proved  negative.  (There  were  no  deaths).  Of  the  remaining 
three  cases  proper,  two  were  non-immunised  and  one  girl  aged 
seven  was  immunised  in  early  life  but  had  received  no  re¬ 
inforcing  injection.  The  table  below  of  numbers  of  children 
immunised  speaks  well  of  the  efforts  made  and  of  the  response 
of  the  general  public.  In  October  a  scheme  for  the  administra¬ 
tion  of  the  third  or  re-inforcing  injection  to  school  children,  was 
carried  out.  957  children  received  their  third  injections,  while  61 
children  received  first  and  second  injections  at  the  same  time. 

Scarlet  Fever 

The  incidence  of  Scarlet  Fever  (13  cases)  was  exceptionally 

low.

Measles 

High  monthly  totals  were  notified  with  a  total  for  the  year 
of  356  cases.  2  deaths  occurred.  Cases  of  measles  are  not  removed 
to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  treatment  and  isolation  at  home  being 
preferable. 

Whooping  Gough 

30  cases  were  notified  and  3  deaths  occurred.  The  cases  arose 
throughout  the  year  and  were  in  the  main  of  a  mild  character. 

Acute  Polio-Myelitis 

The  epidemic  of  Infantile  Paralysis  which  arose  throughout 
the  country  did  not  show  itself  in  this  district.  The  one  case 
notified  was  a  male  aged  27.  Paralysis  of  one  limb  was  overcome 
by  electrical  treatment  at  the  Derbyshire  Royal  Infirmary.

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REPORT  of  the  SANITARY  INSPECTOR  for  the 

Year  1947 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Ripley  Urban  District  Council: 

Mr.  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Report,  giving  details 
of  sanitary  administration  and  other  works  carried  out  during 
the  year  1947.  As  such  it  is  complementary  to  the  foregoing 
Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  presenting  the  work¬ 
ing  of  your  Public  Health  Department  as  a  whole.  The  year  1947 
has  been  my  first  full  year  of  office  as  Sanitary  Inspector,  and 
as  this  applies  also  to  my  duties  as  Shops  Inspector,  it  has  been 
convenient  to  give  details  of  the  latter  in  this  Report. 

I  have  included  general  remarks  within  the  various  sections 
and  by  way  of  foreword,  therefore,  I  would  briefly  state  that 
during  the  year  the  maximum  possible  time  has  been  given  to 
the  remedying  of  basic  defects  and  nuisances,  particularly  in 
connection  with  existing  housing  accommodation.  The  war 
years  have  left  an  accumulation  of  these  “irritations,”  suffered 
in  silence  during  that  period.  With  the  overcoming  of  shortages 
of  materials  needed  for  such  work,  there  is  the  demand  for  con¬ 
tinuing  the  maximum  outlay  of  time  and  effort  in  putting  such 
matters  right. 

Here  I  would  express  my  appreciation  of  kind  assistance  at 
all  times  by  members  of  the  Council  and  officials  of  all  depart¬ 
ments.

Reference  to  specific  work  carried  out  under  the  various 
sections  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  follows. 
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PART  2— SANITATION  AND  bUILDINGS 
Sewerage  and  Drainage 

The  extension  of  the  sewer  up  the  Bull  Bridge  hill  to 
facilitate  drainage  of  the  Council’s  Bull  Bridge  housing  estate 
made  it  possible  to  make  connections  to  existing  properties  pro¬ 
vided  with  inefficient  soakaways  and  pail  and  privy  closets.  New 
drainage  and  W.C.’s  were  provided  to  10  houses  and  work  is  in 
progress  at  a  further  4.  The  Lord  Nelson  Inn  and  3  adjoining 
cottages  at  the  bottom  of  the  hill  could  not  be  drained  by  gravita¬ 
tion  and  agreement  was  made  with  Messrs.  Stevenson  (Dyers) 
Ltd.,  for  connection  to  their  sewage  ejector  plant. 

The  completion  of  the  Bentfield  Road  housing  scheme  at 
Nether  Heage  will  facilitate  connection  to  main  sewerage  of  the 
isolated  Bentfield  cottages,  also  the  provision  of  piped  water 
supply. 

One  new  cesspool  was  constructed  and  two  enlarged  to  give 
adequate  drainage. 

The  trouble  of  intermittent  flooding  of  sewage  into  the  cellar 
of  the  George  Inn,  Lower  Hartshay,  was  found  on  investigation 
to  be  due  to  a  section  of  broken  drain  some  distance  along  the 
main  road.  Since  repair,  no  further  flooding  has  occurred. 

W.C,  Conversions 

A  further  65  pail  and  privy  closets  have  been  converted  to 
water  carriage  system,  the  owneis  in  each  case  receiving  the  £5 
grant  made  by  the  Council  towards  the  cost  of  the  work.  It  is 
pleasing  to  report  that  so  many  owners  have  agreed  to  carry 
out  such  work  in  view  of  the  high  costs  appertaining  at  present. 
Negotiations  with  owners  are,  of  course,  being  concentrated  on 
the  cases  of  dwellings  with  main  drainage  facilities  reasonably 
accessible.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  time  is  not  too  far  distant 
when  sewerage  schemes  may  be  possible  for  the  few  remaining 
areas  not  connected.  The  compulsory  conversion  scheme  may  by 
then  be  an  economical  proposition  and  will  secure  the  abolition 
of  this  type  of  closet,  which  apart  from  hygienic  consideration  is 
the  worst  feature  of  a  cleansing  service.

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Refuse  Receptacles 

The  sale  and  delivery  of  180  dustbins  was  made  during  the 
year.  The  quality  of  dustbin  purchased  was  in  keeping  with 
standard  specification.  The  availability  of  these  dustbins  is  made 
known  to  owners  on  service  of  notice  for  replacement  of  worn- 
out  and  improper  refuse  receptacles. 

Filthy  arsd  Verminous  Premises 

Informal  action  has  secured  the  cleansing  of  certain  cases  of 
foul  conditions  of  dwelling  houses.  Action  taken  in 
connection  with  various  Council  houses,  including  threatened 
proceedings  for  possession,  brought  about  much  improvement  in 
general  cleanliness.  There  is  need  for  constant  supervision  of 
such  premises. 

Two  reports  of  the  presence  of  bed-bugs  were  investigated, 
and  adequate  measures  taken  to  clear  the  premises  concerned. 

Beetle  infestation  has  been  dealt  with  by  the  issue  of  beetle 
powder  and  special  treatment  where  necessary.  An  ant  plague 
at  one  block  of  property  wras  cleared  by  use  of  a  tip-dressing 
fluid  containing  DDT. 

There  seems  little  doubt  that  the  variety  of  DDT  compounds 
now  available  to  the  general  public,  has  resulted  in  the  enjoy¬ 
ment  of  vermin-free  dwellings.  This  was  particularly  noticeable 
in  respect  of  cockroach  infestation  and  the  comparative 
absence  of  the  house-fly  during  the  summer. 

Rodent  infestation  is  dealt  with  separately  in  the  report. 

PART  3— NUISANCES 

The  details  of  nuisances  abated  are  set  out  in  the  tabular 
statement  for  submission  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and 
shown  above. 

Flax  Factory,  Heage  Road,  Rspley 

There  is  little  point  in  my  attempting  to  detail  the  investi¬ 
gations  made  into  the  alleged  nuisance  caused  by  the  flax 
retting  process  at  this  factory,  as  the  matter  has  caused  the 
Council  considerable  concern.  It  should  be  stated,  however,  that 
the  suggestion  of  the  escape  of  retting  effluent  odours  through 
house  drains  was  investigated.  Faults  in  house  drains  were 
found,  and  remedied,  and  substantiated  the  agreement  reached 
that  the  cause  of  annoyance  was  the  airborne  smell  from  the 
retted  flax.  One  must  agree  that  the  emanations  from  this 
factory  are  an  inherent  part  of  the  processes  carried  out  and 
that  the  spread  therefrom  is  governed  to  a  large  extent  by 
climatic  conditions.  It  is  hoped  that  the  experiment  of  washing 
the  flax  immediately  after  retting,  as  now  being  arranged,  will 
give  satisfactory  results.  Should  this  fail  the  suggestion  put  for¬ 
ward  of  totally  enclosing  that  part  of  the  factory  process,  with 
mechanical  means  of  drawing  off  gases,  should  be  considered. 
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Smoke  Nuisances 

One  large  factory  installation  was  converted  to  oil  burning 
during  the  year  and  several  colliery  steam  raising  plants  became 
redundant.  The  town  area  enjoys  a  reasonably  clear  atmosphere 
as  many  major  industries  are  outlying  and  the  natural  height  of 
the  built-up  area  above  surrounding  land  would  appear  to  assist 
in  smoke  dispersal,  both  industrial  and  domestic. 

PART  4— WATER  SUPPLY 

Two  samples  were  taken  of  water  supplied  to  the  area  by 
the  various  supplying  authorities.  These  were  taken  at  house 
taps  direct  from  mains.  Results  of  examination  by  the  County 
Analyist  and  County  Bacteriologist  were  as  follows: 

1.  Joint  Supply — Derwent  Valley  and  Ilkeston  and  Heanor 
Water  Boards. 

Chemical  Analysis:  “In  appearance  the  sample  was 
somewhat  turbid  but  colourless.  The  analytical  results 
show  the  presence  of  only  small  proportions  of  un¬ 
oxidised  organic  matters  and  the  chemical  analysis 
affords  no  evidence  of  the  occurrence  of  pollution.’' 
(Metals  present:  Iron — less  than  0.005  parts  per  100,000). 
Bacteriological  Examination:  “Bacteriologically  the 
sample  of  water  is  suitable  for  drinking  purposes.” 

2.  Supply  by  the  Belper  Urban  District  Council. 

Chemical  Analysis:  “In  appearance  the  sample  was  clear 
and  colourless.  The  analytical  results  show  the  presence 
of  only  small  proportions  of  unoxidised  organic  matter 
and  the  chemical  analysis  affords  no  evidence  of  the 
occurrence  of  pollution.”  (Metals  present:  Nil). 
Bacteriological  Examination:  “Bacteriologically  the 
sample  of  water  is  suitable  for  drinking  purposes.” 

The  following  information  is  supplied  by  Mr.  W.  E.  Clark. 
Engineer  and  Surveyor  to  the  Council. 

Water  supplied  during  the  year  1947: 

By  the  Derwent  Valley  Water  Board  .  88,340,000  galls. 

By  the  Ilkeston  and  Heanor  Water  Board  ...  56,487,000  galls. 

By  the  Belper  Urban  District  Council  .  41,344,000  galls. 

Water  consumed  per  head  of  population  per  day  28.78  galls. 

Water  Supply:  New  water  mams  were  installed  to  the 
Council’s  Bull  Bridge  and  Nether  Heage  (Bentfield  Road) 
Housing  Estates  and  an  extension  carried  to  four  new  houses. 
Crich  Lane,  Ridgeway. 

Work  was  commenced  on  a  new  6in.  main  from  the  Council’s 
Waterworks  to  Cross  Lane  Stiles  to  feed  the  Street  Lane  area 
and  overcome  the  water  shortage  in  that  area.  This  work  was 
completed  in  February,  1948. 
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On  the  7th  April,  1947,  the  100,000  gallon  low-level  cast-iron 
tank  at  the  Waterworks  burst,  releasing  70,000  gallons  of  water. 
Repair  was  completed  in  February,  1948. 

Provision  of  Piped  Supply. 

All  but  a  few  scattered  and  isolated  cottages  are  supplied 
with  water  from  public  water  mains.  Few  joint  stand-pipe  sup¬ 
plies  remain,  action  being  in  progress  in  respect  of  7  houses  for 
the  provision  of  piped  supplies  in  the  house. 

During  the  year,  corroded  iron  water  service  pipes  to  26 
houses  were  replaced  by  new  lead  services.

Diphtheria  Immunisation 

Reference  should  be  made  to  the  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  annual  return  of  children  immunised. 
A  card  index  register  of  immunisation  is  maintained  by  the 
Department.  The  “First  Birthday  Card”  scheme  was  continued 
throughout  the  year  in  co-operation  with  the  County  Health 
Visitors,  183  birthday  cards  being  despatched  together  with 
application  forms  for  completion  by  parents.  Full  use  was  made 
of  available  publicity  material. 


Scabies 

The  need  for  the  continuance  of  the  Alfreton  and  Ripley 
Scabies  Clinic  was  discussed  at  a  meeting  of  the  Joint  Committee 
held  on  18th  April,  1947,  and  it  was  resolved  that  the  use  of  the 
Clinic  was  still  necessary  and  the  work  must  continue.  The 
figures  of  cases  and  treatments  for  the  year  given  in  the  Report 
of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  support  this. 

The  Scabies  Order,  1941,  made  under  Regulation  33a  of  the 
Defence  (General)  Regulations,  1939,  expired  on  the  31st 
December,  1947. 

It  was  stated  in  Circular  180/47  of  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
that  it  was  not  warrantable,  in  the  view  of  the  Minister,  to  keep 
in  force  any  longer  the  drastic  powers  of  entry  into  residential 
premises  and  of  compulsory  examination  and  treatment,  as  con¬ 
tained  in  the  Order,  which  were  justified  under  the  stress  of  war. 
Authorities  would,  therefore,  revert  to  normal  statutory  powers 
under  the  Public  Health  Acts  for  dealing  with  verminous 
conditions. 
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Apart  from  the  continuance  of  the  Clinic  for  the  purposes,  of 
treatment  of  scabies  and  impetigo,  it  should  be  stated  that  the 
statutory  powers  referred  to  above  require  action  being  taken 
for  the  removal  to  a  cleansing  station  of  verminous  persons  for 
cleansing  and  the  term  “verminous”  is  not  narrowly  defined. 
The  presence  of  the  Clinic  for  this  purpose  is  a  valuable  asset. 

PART  9— COMMON  LODGING-HOUSES 

The  one  common  lodging-house  in  the  district  is  now  closed. 

PART  11— TENTS,  VANS,  SHEDS,  etc. 

Adequate  sanitary  conditions  have  been  maintained  at  the 
Station  Terrace  site  during  the  year.  Four  caravans  and  two 
sectional  wooden  sheds  have  been  in  use.  One  child  contacted 
Scarlet  Fever  and  full  precautionary  measures  were  taken. 

An  application  to  establish  a  camping  site  at  Sawmills,  to 
consist  of  four  caravans  and  one  railway  coach,  was  refused. 
The  establishment  was  later  allowed  at  a  site  known  as  the 
Plantation,  Chesterfield  Road,  Heage.  Licences  of  one  year’s 
duration  were  granted  in  respect  of  each  of  the  five  caravans. 
Mains  water  supply  has  been  laid  on  to  the  site  and  pail  closets 
and  dustbins  provided  for  each  caravan.  A  cesspool  has  been 
constructed  for  the  disposal  of  waste  water.  Cleansing  is  carried 
out  by  the  Council’s  Cleansing  Staff. 

HOUSING 

The  housing  needs  of  this  district  are  not  comparatively  less 
than  those  of  any  district  throughout  the  country.  The  total 
number  of  applicants  for  Council  houses  at  the  end  of  the  year 
was  approximately  700.  Enough  has  been  said  and  is  understood 
of  the  social  implications  of  inadequate  housing  accommodation 
and  I  can  only  remark  that  the  circumstances  of  many  applicants 
as  shown  by  inspection,  are  very  distressing.  Applications  for 
houses  are  dealt  with  by  the  Clerk’s  Department  in  accordance 
with  the  Council’s  Housing  Points  Scheme.  The  scale  of  points 
adopted  is  set  out  below:

The  allocation  of  points  for  insanitary  houses  is  made  after 
my  inspection  or  fore-knowledge  of  the  conditions  of  the  house 
concerned.  In  cases  where  such  houses  become  vacant  by  reason 
of  the  re-housing  of  tenants  in  Council  houses,  the  remedying  of 
defects  is  demanded  prior  to  re-letting. 

Properties  suitable  only  for  demolition  or  clearance  must 
continue  to  be  occupied  whilst  many  applicants  occupy  “worn 
out”  houses,  lacking  those  facilities  to  be  desired  in  any  present- 
day  idea  of  “home.”  The  home  to  be  desired  for  each  separate 
family  must,  in  due  course,  include  the  replacement  of  such 
properties.

It  is  appropriate  to  give  details  of  the  work  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  in  connection  with  Building  Licensing  in  this  section  of  the 
report  as  the  issue  of  licences  and  inspection  has,  in  the  main, 
been  connected  with  housing  repair  work.  The  delegated  powers 
of  the  Minister  of  Works  enabling  local  authorities  to  issue 
licences,  has  been  continued  throughout  the  year  with  full  note 
of  instructions  and  recommendations  contained  in  official 
circulars  and  memoranda.  The  financial  limit  for  work  carried 
out  without  licence  remained  at  £10  per  six-month  period  plus 
a  non-cumulative  allowance  of  £2  per  month.  Totals  for 
licences  issued  are  as  follows:

Statutory  sampling  is  carried  out  by  officers  of  the  Derby¬ 
shire  County  Council. 

Mr.  R.  W.  Sutton,  R.Sc.,  F.R.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  County  Analyst, 
has  kindly  supplied  the  following  information: 

“During  the  year  1947,  55  samples  were  taken  under  the 
above  Act  in  the  area  of  the  Ripley  Urban  District  Council,  16  of 
these  being  Milks. 

“All  16  Milk  samples  were  satisfactory. 

“One  informal  sample  of  Tincture  of  Iodine  was  deficient  in 
Iodine.  A  formal  sample  was  obtained  and  on  analysis  was 
found  to  be  genuine.  One  sample  of  Beef  Sausages  was  slightly 
deficient  in  Meat  and  the  vendor  was  cautioned.  Proceedings 
taken  in  respect  of  a  sample  of  Beef  Sausages  found  to  be  50  per¬ 
cent.  deficient  in  Meat  resulted  in  a  fine  of  £5  and  £4  4s.  costs 
against  the  vendor. 

“The  remaining  samples  were  ail  satisfactory.5' 


Inspection  of  Meat  and  Other  Foods 


There  are  no  Government  Slaughterhouses  in  the  area.  The 
inspection  of  cottager’s  pigs,  slaughtered  under  licences  issued 
by  the  Ministry  of  Food,  has  continued.  Freedom  from  disease 
in  these  animals  is  worthy  of  note.  Condemnation  of  whole 
carcase  and  organs  was  necessary  in  one  instance  only. 


During  the  year  the  following  amounts  of  food  were  found 
unfit  for  human  consumption,  and  voluntarily  surrendered  for 
disposal.  Wherever  possible,  such  food  suitable  for  animal  feed¬ 
ing  is  dealt  with  under  the  Council’s  Kitchen  Waste  Scheme,  and

Precautions  Against  Contamination  of  Food 

The  relevant  sections  of  Part  1  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
1938,  concerning  the  above  demand  the  provision  of  premises 
capable  of  maintenance  at  a  high  standard  of  cleanliness  and 
equally,  if  not  more  important,  the  maintenance  of  a  high  stand¬ 
ard  of  personal  hygiene  by  food  handlers.  Routine  inspection 
of  food  shops,  food  preparing  rooms,  cafes  and  bakehouses,  has 
secured  necessary  improvements  to  premises.  Informal  chats 
with  both  employers  and  employees  concerning  personal  hygiene 
have  revealed  a  general  awareness  of  what  is  required  of  them. 

No  cases  of  food  poisoning  have  been  notified  during  the 
year. 

Ice  Cream 

Public  attention  was  sharply  focussed  during  1946  on  infec¬ 
tion  from  contaminated  ice  cream.  Circular  183/46  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health  intimated  that  draft  regulations  for  the  heat 
treatment  of  ice  cream  had  been  formulated  and  stressed  the 
fact  that  prevention  is  better  than  cure  in  pointing  out  the 
existing  powers  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  referred 
to  above,  for  securing  proper  conditions  at  premises  connected 
with  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  ice  cream. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year,  all  manufacturers  and  dealers 
in  ice  cream  were  interviewed  and  the  purport  of  the  proposed 
regulations  fully  explained.  Notes  for  the  guidance  of  traders 
on  the  hygienic  manufacture  and  sale  of  ice  cream  were  pre¬ 
pared  and  circulated.  The  actual  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment, 
etc.)  Regulations,  1947,  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  May. 

Particular  attention  was  given  to  the  whole  matter  by  the 
Derbyshire  Branch  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors’  Association,  as  a 
result  of  which  recommendations  were  formulated  for  securing 
full  compliance  with  the  regulations  with  uniformity  of  action 
throughout  the  county.  These  recommendations  are  being 
worked  to  in  the  district  in  accordance  with  the  Council’s 
decision. 
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Two  manufacturers  using  the  “hot  mix’1  method  of  prepara¬ 
tion  of  ice  cream  have  re-designed  and  adapted  existing  premises 
and  in  one  case  separate  premises  have  been  planned  and  are  in 
course  of  erection.  Dealers  in  ice  cream  in  the  district,  apart 
from  manufacturers,  are  in  the  main  confectioners  selling 
wrapped  ice  cream  from  conservators. 


Milk  Supply 

The  control  of  clean  milk  production  under  existing  legisla¬ 
tion  has  been  continued.  The  envisaged  transfer  of  functions  of 
local  authorities  in  this  connection  to  the  Ministry  of  Agri¬ 
culture  and  Fisheries  has  not  been  possible  during  1947.

Milk  Sampling 

Routine  sampling  of  milk  has  continued,  attention  being 
particularly  directed  to  retailed  raw  milk.  Noteworthy  among 
the  results  shown  below  is  the  absence  of  tubercle  bacilli  in  all 
samples  taken.  Results  of  all  samples  are  notified  to  producers 
and,  where  unsatisfactory,  production  methods  are  checked  and 
repeat  samples  obtained  until  a  satisfactory  standard  is  obtained.

FACTORIES  ACT,  1937 

Details  of  inspection  of  factories  and  action  in  connection 
with  defects  found  can  be  had  on  reference  to  the  Report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health.

Assistance  has  been  given  to  occupiers  of  private  and  busi¬ 
ness  property,  treatment  being  carried  out  where  necessary. 


Particular  reference  should  be  made  to  the  infestation  by 
mice  of  the  flax  stacks  on  the  field  occupied  by  the  British  Hemp 
and  Flax  Development  Co.,  at  Heage  Road,  Ripley.  The  migra¬ 
tion  from  these  stacks  when  disturbed  caused  considerable 
concern  and  much  time  and  effort  was  spent  in  preventing  this. 
The  only  suitable  method  of  control  was  the  wiring  off  of  each 
stack  with  fine  wire  mesh  before  dismantling  and  the  killing  of 
mice  with  flails  as  they  emerged.  At  the  end  of  the  year  17 
stacks  had  been  removed,  an  average  of  300  mice  being  killed  at 
each  stack.  The  use  of  the  field  for  flax  stacking  is  to  be  dis¬ 
continued. 
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THE  SHOPS  ACTS  1912-1936  and  REGULATIONS 
THE  YOUNG  PERSONS  (EMPLOYMENT)  ACT,  1938 


It  is  normally  possible  to  combine  duties  as  Shops  Inspector 
with  inspections  made  to  secure  general  health  provisions  at  shop 
premises. 

The  general  closing  hours  of  shops  have  been  maintained  as 
follows: 

Mondays,  Tuesdays,  Thursdays  &  Saturdays  6.0  p.m. 

Fridays  .  .  6.30  p.m. 

Wednesdays  (weekly  half-holiday)  .  1.0  p.m. 

It  is  significant  that  these  closing  hours,  fixed  under  powers 
contained  in  Defence  Regulations,  are  very  well  observed  by 
traders.  Traders  exempted  from  these  general  closing  hours 
have  observed  the  closing  times  laid  down  for  them. 

The  need  for  consolidation  of  the  numerous  Acts  and  Regula¬ 
tions  dealing  with  closing  hours,  health  provisions  and  employ¬ 
ment  at  shops  has  been  acknowledged.  A  Committee  has  been 
set  up  by  the  Home  Office  to  enquire  into  these  matters  and  all 
information  requested  by  the  Committee  concerning  the  district 
has  been  supplied. 

Some  time  has  been  spent  in  the  amendment  and  classifica¬ 
tion  of  the  Register  of  Shops.  The  number  of  occupied  shops  in 
the  area  at  31st  December,  was  270. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING  SERVICES 

The  various  services  carried  out  by  the  department  have 
been  maintained  at  the  highest  possible  level  of  efficiency.  The 
severe  winter  conditions  of  the  first  quarter  of  the  year,  com¬ 
bined  with  illness  of  staff  and  a  spate  of  mechanical  breakdowns 
among  the  older  vehicles,  caused  great  concern  and  dislocation 
of  routine  work.  During  this  period,  staff  and  vehicles  were  not 
seconded  to  snow-clearing  and  it  was  possible  to  overcome 
arrears  in  all  but  the  more  isolated  and  inaccessible  areas. 

Various  factors  mentioned  below  contributed  to  a  much 
happier  state  of  affairs  in  the  second  half  of  the  year,  and  it  is 
pleasing  to  report  as  the  person  at  the  receiving  end  that  com¬ 
plaints  of  irregular  cleansing  diminished  in  numbers  and  in  fact 
disappeared.

31st  March,  1948.

On  the  recommendation  of  a  Motor  Vehicles  Sub-Committee, 
held  in  March,  an  assistant  mechanic  was  appointed  by  the 
Council,  to  generally  assist  on  maintenance  and  repairs  of  all 
vehicles  and  plant,  and  to  act  as  driver  for  both  Survey  and 
Public  Health  Departments  when  required.  It  can  be  briefly 
stated  that  this  addition  has  very  materially  helped  in  keeping 
vehicles  on  the  road  and  assisted  me  to  obtain  routine  mainten¬ 
ance  of  all  vehicles. 


Vehicles 

One  new  vehicle  was  put  into  service  on  the  1st  April.  This 
was  the  Dennis  Cesspool  Emptier,  fitted  with  Nightsoil  Collecting 
Unit.  The  dual  purpose  of  this  machine  overcame  two  problems. 
Firstly,  the  inadequate  servicing  of  cesspools  by  the  worn-out 
S-D  Cesspool  Emptier  was  amended.  Secondly,  the  tumbler 
method  of  collection  of  nightsoil  with  disposal  on  tips  and  farm 
land,  was  abolished.  All  nightsoil  is  now  disposed  of  into  ap¬ 
proved  manholes  over  the  main  sewerage  systems  of  the  district. 

An  agreed  policy  of  standardisation  of  refuse  collecting 
vehicles  has  led  to  the  placing  on  order  of  the  first  Dennis 
standard  10-cubic  yard  side  loading  vehicle  with  delivery  period 
quoted  at  40/45  weeks.  It  seems  that  statements  as  to  delivery 
periods  for  refuse  vehicles  are  generally  becoming  more  vague. 
It  is  hoped  that  representations  being  made  to  Ministerial 
quarters  for  some  priority  of  supply  for  this  essential  use  will 
help  to  satisfy  our  needs. 


Equipment  and  Garage  Accommodation 

During  the  year  some  useful  equipment  has  been  purchased, 
necessary  for  proper  maintenance  and  with  a  time  and  labour- 
saving  end  in  view.  Worthy  of  mention  are  a  high  pressure 
lubricator,  battery  charging  set  and  heavy  hydraulic  jack. 
Improvement  of  the  central  heating  system  was  carried  out  in 
the  autumn  and  resulted  in  trouble-free  starting  of  vehicles 
throughout  the  winter.  The  baling  shed  at  the  Waingroves 
Salvage  Depot  was  re-roofed. 
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One  disadvantage  exists  at  present  in  the  lack  of  a  separate 
enclosed  workshop  of  sufficient  size  to  accommodate  a  vehicle 
for  any  major  overhaul.  All  work  needing  the  use  of  a  lorry 
inspection  pit  must  be  carried  out  in  the  open  lorry  bays.  In 
winter,  working  conditions  are  very  uncomfortable  and  the 
necessary  shifting  of  tools  and  equipment  an  inconvenience.  A 
solution  should  be  possible  when  the  stables,  forming  part  of  the 
general  depot,  become  redundant.  A  scheme  for  alterations  to 
include  such  an  enclosed  workshop  could  then  be  submitted. 

Refuse  Tips 

Refuse  disposal  by  controlled  tipping  has  been  carried  out 
at  the  Waingroves  Tip  and  Old  Road  Tip,  Heage.  The  estimated 
amount  of  refuse  disposed  of,  calculated  from  check  weighings, 
is  as  follows: 

Waingroves  Tip:  5,985  tons.  Old  Road  Tip:  2,415  tons. 

The  levels  now  reached  in  the  filling  of  the  clay  quarry 
forming  the  WTaingroves  Tip,  lead  me  to  remark  that  the  remain¬ 
ing  area  should  take  approximately  two  years  to  complete.  The 
capacity  of  the  Heage  Tip  at  the  present  rate  of  tipping  will  not 
be  used  up  for  a  good  number  of  years. 

Cricket  infestation  has  not  been  marked.  Dressings  of 
insecticide  containing  DDT  have  been  applied  at  intervals 
during  the  spring  and  summer  months.

UTILISATION  OF  REFUSE 

Throughout  the  year  Local  Authorities  have  been  reminded 
by  Government  Departments  concerned  of  the  need  for  con¬ 
tinued  co-operation  in  output  of  salvage  of  all  forms,  in  particu¬ 
lar  waste  paper  and  kitchen  waste.  The  repercussions  in 
industry  and  agriculture  due  to  the  falling  off  in  supplies  have 
been  clearly  demonstrated.  Financial  grants  based  on  tonnages 
collected  are  available  to  local  authorities  to  assist  in  the  running 
of  salvage  operations  on  an  economical  basis.  As  regards  waste 
paper,  it  now  emerges  that  the  demand  will  continue  for  some 
years  and  local  authorities  have  been  assured  of  receiving  full 
controlled  prices  until  31st  December,  1950. 
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The  fact  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  all  forms  of  materials 
now  salvage  must  in  any  case  be  collected  from  private  and 
business  premises  as  refuse  and  hauled  away  to  some  point  for 
disposal.  The  residual  refuse  after  removal  of  these  materials 
gives  a  tip  free  from  nuisance  and  easier  to  consolidate.  This  is 
to  be  desired  under  any  circumstances  and  especially  where  tips 
are  situated  in  the  vicinity  of  dwellings.  Present  trends,  there¬ 
fore,  seem  to  be  to  regard  salvage  work  as  an  integral  part  of 
refuse  collection  for  the  future,  and  I  support  this  so  long  as  some 
profit,  however  small,  can  be  paid  into  the  general  rate  fund. 
With  overall  rising  costs  it  has  been  very  necessary  during  the 
year  to  stimulate  public  interest  in  order  to  obtain  such  profit. 
Our  efforts  have  been  rewarded  to  some  degree,  as  can  be  seen 
from  the  following  statements.
